Superintendent's  Report 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Toronto  General  Hospital: 

Gentlemen, — ^I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  ending  September  30th,  1916.  This  is  the  fourth 
Annual  Report  issued  from  the  New  General  Hospital  on  College 
Street. 

During  the  year  the  work  of  the  Hospital  has  developed  greatly, 
particularly  in  the  special  departments  connected  with  the  Out 
Patients'  Department.  The  Dental  Clinic  now  keeps  two  men 
occupied  almost  constantly,  and  the  Special  Treatment  Clinic,  for 
venereal  diseases,  which  was  instituted  during  the  past  year,  has 
grown  by  leaps  and  bounds  until  it  has  been  found  necessar^y'  to 
hold  three  day  clinics  during  the  week  and  one  night  clinic.  This  is 
owing  largely  to  the  fact  that  venereal  diseases  are  rapidly  on  the 
increase  in  this  community. 

The  work  of  the  Social  Service  Department,  too,  has  developed 
to  such  an  extent  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  find  money  to  provide 
further  assistance. 

It  can  easily  be  understood  that  it  has  been  most  difficult  to 
carry  on  the  work  of  the  Hospital  smoothly,  owing  to  a  number 
of  circumstances  arising  out  of  war  conditions.  It  is  almost  im- 
possible to  obtain  or  retain  help  of  any  kind,  as  the  munitions 
factories  pay  much  larger  wages  than  we  can  afford  to  do,  and 
nearly  all  men  who  are  fit  have  gone  overseas.  Nurses,  Housemen 
and  Staff  Physicians  have  all  answered  to  the  call  of  duty  in  very 
large  numbers,  and  the  inconvenience  caused  by  this  condition  has 
applied  particularly  to  the  Housemen,  who  have  almost  invariably 
responded  very  shortly  after  graduation.  To  meet  the  absolute 
requirements  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  use  Fifth  Year  students 
to  a  great  extent,  and  while  these  young  men  have  done  their  best, 
yet  they  have  not  been  able  to  meet  fully  the  requirements  of  the 
moment. 
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riic  IloU-sLincn  wlu)  have  been  at  the  troiil  ha\e  covered  them- 
selves with  glory  and  no  less  than  seven  who  went  directly  from 
the  Hospital  to  the  War  have  received  Military  Crosses  and  one 
the  I)istinj;uished  Service  Order,  while  two  Assistant  Superin- 
tendents have  won  the  Military  Cross — a  record  of  which  wc  arc 
ver>"  proud. 

War  conditions  have  made  it  very  difticult  to  finance  the  insti- 
tution as  prices  have  increased  enormousK-  and  there  has  been  no 
corresponding  increase  in  our  income,  but  on  the  contrary  a  diminu- 
tion of  receipts  has  taken  place  in  some  departments. 
The  per  capita  cost  was  S2.23  per  diem.

ANNUAL   REPORT   OF   THE   SCHOOL   FOR   NURSES 
TORONTO  GENERAL  HOSPITAL 

Dr.  C.  K.  Clarke,  Superintendent,  Toronto  General  Hospital: 

Dear  Sir, — In  presenting  the  thirty-fourth  report  of  the  School 
for  Nurses,  I  would  like  to  bring  to  your  attention  the  increasing 
need  for  nursing  service  in  the  hospital  and  the  many  demands  of 
the  public  for  nurses  with  training  in  special  branches. 

During  the  year  it  has  been  possible  through  the  co-operation  of 
the  Hospital  for  Sick  Children,  to  arrange  that  every  pupil  receive 
training  in  the  nursing  of  children.  Having  no  children's  service 
in  the  hospital  it  has  been  impossible  to  train  the  pupils  in  this  very 
necessary  branch.  Although  affiliation  with  the  Hospital  for  Sick 
Children  has  been  granted  for  several  years  only  a  few  pupils  were 
fortunate  enough  to  receive  this  branch  of  training.  Formerly,  an 
average  of  six  pupils  a  year  were  given  the  training  while  under  the 
present  arrangements  the  yearly  average  will  be  seventy. 

The  test  of  efficiency  of  any  school  is  the  degree  in  which  it  is 
able  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  public.  At  present  the  most  press- 
ing demand  is  that  of  military  service.  In  answer  to  this  call,  there 
are  at  present  61  graduates  on  active  service  somewhere  in  the  war 
zone  while  14  graduates  are  employed  in  the  military  hospitals  in 
Canada.  Many  requests  are  received  for  nurses  to  fill  positions  in 
the  many  branches  of  public  welfare  work  and  in  special  forms  of 
institutional  work.  These  we  are,  to  a  large  extent,  unable  to 
supply. 

In  developing  the  school  and  utilizing  the  many  facilities  it  is 
necessary  to  appeal  to  those  who  are  interested  in  its  welfare. 
Training  for  special  work  must  necessarily  be  given  to  a  large  extent 
after  graduation  as  it  is  not  possible  to  give  adequate  training  in 
any  special  branch  during  the  pupil's  course.  The  great  need  at 
present  and  the  particular  in  which  the  school  lacks  efficiency,  is 
a  means  by  which  the  nurses  after  graduation  may  be  enabled  to 
take  special  work.  The  nurses  who  are  well  qualified  for  executive 
work  are  unable,  for  financial  reasons,  to  take  further  training  and 
in  this  way  the  school  is  not  being  represented  among  the  leading 
nurses  of  the  profession.  The  need  can  only  be  met  by  the  friends 
of  the  school  in  the  form  of  scholarships.  A  year  at  any  of  the 
Universities  giving  the  desired  course,  if  managed  economically, 
requires  five  hundred  dollars.  It  is  also  noteworthy  that  pupils 
wishing  to  enter  training  are  selecting  the  hospitals  offering  scholar- 
ships for  further  preparation.     In  introducing  the  above  subject  it 
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is  with  the  hope-  that  this  School  may  ver>-  soon  be  added  to  the 
list  of  training  schools  that  have  a  broader  vision  of  their  responsi- 
bilities. 

In  the  broad  field  of  public  welfare  work  a  beginning  has  been 
made  in  the  scholarship  given  this  year  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  hospital  and  Mr.  A.  \V.  Austin.  This  Scholarship  enables  the 
pupil  to  take  the  one  year  course  in  Social  Ser\ice  in  the  l'ni\ersity 
of  Toronto. 

Through  the  continued  interest  of  Mr.  P.  C.  Larkin,  it  has  been 
possible  to  include  in  the  curriculum  of  the  senior  year,  the  course 
of  lectures  in  Medical  Social  Service  in  connection  with  the  Social 
Service  course  of  the  University  of  Toronto.  The  results  of  social 
instruction  are  being  shown  in  the  nurses'  daily  work.  They  are 
learning  to  study  the  patients  in  relation  to  their  home  cn\  ironment 
and  to  consider  each  as  an  individual  requiring  individual  thought 
and  encouragement. 

The  applications  received  for  admission  to  the  School  for  Nurses 
numbered  1,475,  one  hundred  and  forty-seven  being  accepted  for 
the  preliminary  term.

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SOCIAL  SERVICE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  work  of  the  Social  Service  Department  has  developed 
enormously  during  the  last  two  years  and  has  now  so  established 
itself  that  people  begin  to  understand  what  Social  Service  really 
means. 

It  has  been  necessary  to  enlarge  some  of  the  departments 
and  the  Special  Clinic  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  specific  diseases 
is  doing  a  work  that  has  long  been  desirable  in  Toronto. 

Again,  the  Psychiatric  Clinic  has  justified  its  existence  and 
through  its  work,  it  is  more  and  more  apparent  that  the  city  will  be 
aroused  to  action  and  to  a  realization  of  its  duty  towards  the 
defective.  As  an  offshoot  of  this  Clinic,  a  Psychological  Laboratory 
for  the  study  of  the  abnormal  individual  has  been  opened  in  the 
University  of  Toronto,  and  in  this  Laboratory  problems  which 
have  heretofore  been  neglected  all  the  world  over,  are  to  be 
thoroughly  investigated. 

As  usual,  we  are  deeply  indebted  to  those  who  have  so  generously 
contributed  to  the  support  of  the  Department,  and  that  we  were 
able  to  add  another  special  nurse  was  a  most  important  thing,  as  it 
enabled  us  to  do  a  work  that  is  imperative  if  we  are  to  cope  with 
serious  conditions  now  to  be  faced  in  Toronto. 

We  have  reached  the  stage,  too,  when  it  is  evident  that  an 
endeavour  must  be  made  to  secure  some  form  of  registration  of 
specific  diseases,  possibly  along  the  lines  followed  by  Western 
Australia.  If  the  registration  of  tuberculosis  is  admittedly  a 
proper  thing,  how  much  more  then  can  the  same  argument  be 
applied  in  the  case  of  specific  diseases,  no  matter  how  public 
opinion  may  regard  it? 

The  workers  in  all  departments  of  the  Social  Service  have 
shown  a  devotion  to  duty  most  commendable  and  have  thrown 
themselves  into  the  development  of  the  different  lines  of  investi- 
gation with  an  intelligence  that  promises  even  better  results  in  the 
future.

This  is  high  praise, 
but  success  could  not  have  been  ours  were  it  not  for  the  sympathetic 
co-operatif)n  of  the  socialh-minded  officials  and  pln'sicians  who 
helped  us  in  our  work. 

In  the  e.irK'  da\s,  hospital  social  service  meant  to  the  public  at 
large,  and  to  most  physicians,  a  superficial  handling  of  all  unfor- 
tunates who  happened  to  need  hospital  care.  This  included  gi\ing 
delicacies,  handing  out  old  clothes,  affording  inefficient  relief,  etc. 

The  scheme  of  the  work  to-day  from  the  medico-social  view- 
point is: — 

1.  Pre\'ention  of  disease. 

2.  Follow-up  work  from  the  Clinics  of  the  Hospital. 

3.  Intelligent  research  work  and  statistical  information  that  will 
enable  us  to  obtain  legislation  that  wili  benefit  society  by  conserving 
hum.ui  life 

What  are  the  medico-social  problems  of  the  hospital?  The 
tuberculous,  the  insane,  the  feeble-minded,  the  syphilitic,  the 
unmarried  mothers,  the  problem  of  the  child,  the  heart  cases, 
industrial  accidents,  and  occupational  diseases,  etc.  Apply  the 
formula  to  each  of  these  problems,  and  you  will  know  what  the 
Hospital  Social  Service  Department  is  aiming  to  do. 

Private  charit\'  places  trained  social  workers  to  co-operate  with 
ph\sicians  interested  in  the  special  branches,  in  order  that  preven- 
ti\'e  measures  may  be  carried  out,  that  intensive  follow-up  work 
may  be  done  in  the  homes,  and  that  each  problem  may  be  so 
visualized  by  the  jiublic  that  a  general  demand  \\  ill  be  made  for 
more  healthful  li\ing  conditions.

Careful  investigation  has  been  proved  to  be  absolutely  essential 
in  the  work  with  unmarried  mothers,  though  it  often  brings  the 
investigator  into  the  limelight  of  unfair  criticism. 

The  goal  for  which  we  have  worked,  is  to  place  the  paternal 
responsibility,  and  at  the  same  time  keep  m.other  and  child  together 
for  at  least  the  first  months.  The  illegitimately  born  child  has  too 
many  odds  to  face  by  the  very  nature  of  its  birth,  without  the 
handicap  of  a  body  weakened  by  malnutrition.  Keeping  them 
together,  however,  is  not  always  possible.  Both  normal  and  sub- 
normal have  a  strong  aversion  to  institutional  life,  and  it  is  only 
in  the  extremest  need  that  they  can  be  persuaded  to  resort  to  it. 
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A  year,  or  nine  montlis,  or  even  six  nionlhs  without  any  wages 
seems  an  eternity,  and  who  can  expect  tluni  to  see  the  value  of 
disc'pHnc — they  who  have  never  knowji  wliat  it  means  to  exercise 
the  least  self-control! 

Pi)sitions  for  girls  with  babies  arc  not  always  forthcoming. 
True,  many  employers  have  done  their  bit  by  taking  mother  and 
child,  but  even  so,  all  our  girls  are  not  suited  for  domestic  positions. 
The  factory  girl,  the  seamstress  the  stenographer,  would  make  poor 
shift  cottking  a  meal,  even  had  she  the  inclination. 

Moral  suasion  does  much  with  the  girl  who  has  mental  capacity 
to  appreciate  one's  reasoning,  and  often  much  with  the  subnomial, 
but  it  is  not  always  workable.  It  is  when  we  fail  in  this  effort,  that 
we  appeal  to  the  courts  for  assistance.  But  we  are  told  only  too 
often  that  there  is  no  hope  of  redress,  the  law  does  not  give  them 
power  to  act. 

The  statistical  report  will  show  the  hopelessness  under  existing 
laws,  of  dealing  effectively  with  the  paternal  parent. 

Owing  to  the  depiction  of  the  Psychiatric  Clinic  due  to  war 
conditions,  it  was  possible  to  have  only  a  small  number  of  Burnside 
patients  examined  mentally.  Of  those  who  were  examined  only 
two  were  found  to  be  normal.

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PSYCHIATRIC  CLINIC 

Toronto  is  roused  at  last!  The  terrible  menace  of  the  feeble- 
minded has  shocked  the  community.  The  Board  of  Education 
considers  he  present  condition  of  affairs  intolerable  and  is  seconded 
by  the  Board  of  Control  and  the  citizens  at  large.  At  the  present 
time  of  writing  there  is  being  demonstrated  a  determined  resolve 
to  provide  immediate  care  for  the  feeble-minded  of  this  munici- 
pality. 

Whence  has  come  the  dynamic  bringing  about  such  an  upheaval 
of  public  opinion?  Many  forces  have  been  at  work,  but  chief 
among  these  has  been  the  Psychiatric  Clinic.  Facts  concerning  the 
feeble-minded  of  this  city  have  been  accumulating  at  the  Clinic 
since  April,  1914.  The  data  collected  was  of  an  astounding 
character.  It  was  well  known  by  the  Clinic  staff  that  if  the 
Provincial  and  Municipal  Governments  continued  in  Dr.  Clarke's 
terms  to  play  "battledore  and  shuttlecock"  with  the  problem,  then 
the  airing  of  the  facts  could  effectually  put  a  stop  to  this  pastime. 
The  psychological  moment  for  disclosing  our  findings  arrived,  when 
the  Academy  of  Medicine  devoted  an  evening  to  a  consideration  of 
the  question  of  feeble-mindedness.  It  was  pointed  out  that  1,445 
cases  had  been  examined  at  the  Toronto  General  Hospital — that 
of  this  number  a  large  proportion  were  feeble-minded;  that  285 
were  habitual  thieves;  that  120  had  attempted  to  commit  murder; 
that  59  delighted  in  setting  fire  to  buildings;  that  178  were  prosti- 
tutes of  the  worst  type  and  for  the  most  part  afflicted  with  venereal 
disease;  that  201  cases  were  incorrigible  in  school,  and  53  of  the 
latter  were  found  guilty  of  immorality  of  the  most  shocking  nature. 
Dr.  C.  K.  Clarke  stated  that  54  per  cent,  of  the  defectives  examined 
at  the  Clinic  were  of  foreign  birth.  The  newspapers  published  these 
startling  statements  and  Toronto  was  convinced  that  the  problem 
needed  immediate  solution. 

Aside,  however,  from  awakening  the  public  conscience  on  this 
matter,  the  Clinic  has  had  a  most  successful  year.  More  cases 
have  been  examined  then  ever  before.  The  work  has  been  done  in 
a  more  thorough  manner.  Photographs  are  taken  of  all  cases,  and 
Wasserman  tests  frequently  made.  The  home  investigations  and 
follow-up  work  have  increased  in  efiliciency  Too  much  praise 
cannot  be  given  to  Miss  Keys  for  the  able  manner  in  which  she  has 
conducted  this  most  important  and  difficult  branch  of  the  Clinic 
activity. 

The  Clinic,  to  date,  has  had  a  marked  educational  influence 
in  various  quarters  The  clergy  are  apparently  receiving  benefit, 
and  one  member  of  the  ministerial  profession  attends  the  Clinic 
weekly  as  part  of  his  Ph.D.  course.  Workers  in  Medical  Social 
Service  have  found  in  the  Clinic  a  beneficial  agency.  The  time 
seems  close  at  hand  when  medical  students  will  come  for  demon- 
strations in  Clinical  Psychiatry  The  Psychological  Laboratory 
established  at  the  University  of  Toronto  in  connection  with  the 
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Clinic,  will  still  further  enhance  the  educational  influence  of  this 
branch  of  the  hospital  work. 

The  year  1917  hokls  out  prospects  of  still  greater  usefulness 
for  the  PsNchiatric  CMinic.  New  zest  foi  the  work  will  be  aff^orded 
by  the  definite  prospect  of  pro\'iding  adcciuate  care  for  the  cases 
investigated.  It  is  to  be  hofn-d  that  before  the  next  annual  report 
is  written  the  first  sod  will  be  turned  for  institutions  of  the  farm 
colon>'  t\|ie  for  the  feeble-minded  of  Toronto.

One  year  ago,  the  Special  Treatment  Clinic  was  organized  to 
provide  systematic  treatment  for  patients,  who  were  found  suffering 
from  the  unfortunate  malady  of  S>'philis.  The  work  is  carried  out 
in  the  following  manner  If  any  of  the  Out-Patient  Departments 
suspect  a  patient  to  be  suffering  from  the  disease  in  any  of  its 
various  fonns,  that  patient  is  referred  to  the  Special  Treatment 
Clinic  for  a  Wasserman  lest  and  if  the  blood  shows  a  positive  result, 
the  patient  is  transferred  for  whatever  treatment  is  deemed  best. 
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During  the  year  we  have  done  779  blood  tests  with  a  positive 
result  in  327.  The  number  of  patients  treated  as  shown  by  report 
is  356.     From  the  year's  work  we  can  draw  very  definite  conclusions : 

1.  That  the  disease  requires  active  and  continuous  treatment 
with  constant  observation  of  the  patients  for  at  least  two  years  and 
often  longer  Hence,  of  course,  we  have  not  discharged  any  of  our 
cases,  but  symptoms  have  all  disappeared  in  many. 

2.  That  the  prevalence  of  the  malady  accounts  for  very  many 
serious  diseases,  perhaps  much  more  so  than  even  the  medical 
profession  considered. 

3.  That  a  very  large  percentage  of  the  victims  are  innocent, 
and  that  this  disease  is  a  very  decided  menace  to  the  public  in  all 
stations  of  life. 

4.  That  only  by  a  proper  co-operation  between  the  doctor  and 
the  patient  can  one  hope  for  successful  treatment,  as  the  treatment 
requires  so  much  time,  and  also,  because  the  early  evidences  of  the 
diseases  will  often  disappear  without  any  treatment  or  with  very 
little   and  the  infection  still  remains. 

One  can,  therefore,  readily  see  the  great  importance  of  the 
Social  Service  Department  in  this  Clinic,  no  doubt  more  than  in  any 
other.  The  great  cause  of  failure  in  successful  treatment  of  this 
disease  by  the  medical  profession  is  because  the  patient  so  often 
was  lost  long  before  anything  like  a  cure  was  affected.  Even  with 
the  aid  of  our  Social  Service  nurse,  some  of  our  cases  have  gotten 
away  from  us,  but  the  work  for  the  year  has  demonstrated  that  with 
a  tactful  nurse  keeping  in  touch  with  these  patients,  the  results 
have  been  uniformly  successful. 

We  are  beginning,  therefore,  our  second  year  work  with  our 
organization  fairly  well  worked  out,  and  as  I  said  before,  will  call 
on  our  patients  of  the  first  year  still  with  us,  whom  we  feel  are 
co-operating  with  us  to  obtain  as  far  as  possible  a  perfect  cure. 

In  conclusion,  on  behalf  of  the  Clinic,  we  want  the  Social  Service 
Department  to  know  how  thoroughly  we  appreciate  the  work  they 
have  undertaken  for  us,  a  work  we  consider  indispensable  and  which 
will  increase  in  the  future  as  the  Clinic  continues.

The  report  for  1915  showed  an  error  in  the  number  of  Wasser- 
mann  reactions  done.  It  should  have  been  1,825,  thus  showing  a 
substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  reactions  done  for  this  year. 
Routine  W'assermann  tests  are  being  done  now  on  every  patient 
entering  the  puljlic  wards.  In  conjunction  with  this,  Levadite 
stained  preparations  are  made  of  the  tissues  of  all  patients  who  have 
or  have  had  a  positi\e  Wasscrmann  reaction  and  come  to  autopsy. 

The  ratio  of  post  mortem  examinations  to  the  number  of  deaths 
has  decreased  this  year  due  in  a  large  part  to  the  many  changes  in 
the  house  staff.

Dear  Sir, — I  beg  to  submit  the  Registrar's  Report  for  1916. 
The  number  of  cases  treated  in  the  hospital  is  9,825,  an  increase  of 
56  over  the  preceding  year.  A  short  summary  will  show  you  the 
relativ^e  standing  of  the  different  departments  compared  with  the 
year  1915. 

Surgery  shows  a  decrease  of  241,  medicine  77,  obstetrical  71, 
eye  28,  whereas  ear,  nose  and  throat  departments  show  an  increase 
of  400. 

In  previous  reports  I  gave  a  comparative  table  recording  the 
number  of  cases  of  some  of  the  most  interesting  conditions,  and  in 
the  following  lines  you  may  see  the  relationship  still  further  ex- 
tended.
